Measles Is a Disease Lim- 
ited Mostly to Children, 
But Daiigerous and Very 
Contagious wee 


 WEABLES is one of the most 
ede éomitioh of diseases and oc- 
curs in ébidemic form during the 
winter and spring months. It 
thight 6é. called distinctly a dis- 


ease of child- 
z 7 hood. About 
ninety - five 
per cent of 
the cases oc- 
cur before 
the age of 
fifteen and 
about half 
the cases are 
contracted 
during the 
first six or 
seven years of 
life. ' 

It is ‘one of 
the oldest 
known dis- 
« eaases. We find reference to it in 
the writings of the Arabian phy- 
sicians. but it was not distin- 
guished from the other eruptive 
diséases till the seventeenth cen- . 
ttiry..Theri Sydenham marked the 

ifferencés among measles, scar- 
et fever, and chicken pox. It is 
the moat frequent of the diseases 
of childhood, and almost all chil- 
aten contract it who are ever ex- 
m posed to the contagion. Every- 
body gots it who has a chance. 

It otcurs. in all countries. 
among all Beople, and in’ any 
climate. It is always present in 
the large cities and about every 
two or three years, it becames 
epidemic, One attack usually pro- 
tects from another, and there is - 
no distase that is more readily 
carried from one to another. It is 
most. ¢ontagious in the early , 
Stages, when the sneezing and 
coughing are at their height. The 
danger le8sens as the eruption 
appears, and the infection soon 
lésés its contagious. qualities 
when thé rash disappears.
